W a s h in g t o n , March 8 .— The Senate 
committee on public lands agred upon, 
and Senator Plumb subsequently re­ 
ported, a general land-grant forfeiture 
bill, framed on the same lines as the hills 
passed by the Senate during the last 
Congress. 
The hill forfeits to the United 
States all lands opposite to and coter­ 
minous with the portion of any railroad 
not now completed and in operation for 
tho construction or benefit of which 
lands have heretofore been granted. 
It Is provided, however, that this 
shall not he construed as forfeiting any 
lands heretofore earned by tho construc­ 
tion of any portion of a railroad under 
any act of congress making a grant of 
public lands. 
Persons In possession of 
any of tho forfeited lands under title de­ 
rived from the s.ate or corporation to 
which the restored lands were granted 
are given tho right to purchase the land 
from tho United States. In quantities 
not exceeding 320 acres by any one per­ 
son. at the rate of 81.25 an acre, at any 
time within two years after the passage 
of the act. 
Where persons or corporations hold 
land to which, under the terms of this 
act, they can not obtain title from the 
United States, they are given six months 
within which to remove growing crop) 
or improvements which may have been 
made. 
A clause added to this section 
provides that It shall not apply to any 
lands in Iowa on which any perron in 
good faith has made, or asserted tbs 
right to make, a pre-emption of horn* 
stead settlement.

it. 
Jess knock hard on de do’, kasa 
Miss Jackson may be sorrowin’ like, 
on ’count ov it bein’ her Johnnie.” 
And then, if one had followed the 
direction, ho would have wondered if 
there never would be any end to the 
bare, steep flights of dirty stairs, with 
the too brief landings, and the musty, 
dark halls, and the black, 
woolly 
heads thrust out of half open doors in 
a spirit of youthful inquiry. 
But there is an end to all things, 
and at last the top is reached. 
It is 
lighter here, and the air seems a little 
more wholesome, although tho same 
musty smell of crowded quarters is to 
bo noticed. 
A ladder leads up to a 
hole in the roof, and the winter sun 
sends a slanting ray down through the 
aperture. 
It is very quiet on this floor, so quiet 
that when the visitor listened he could 
hear a sound of sobbing, and then a 
tow voice crooning words of comfort. 
A knock at the door brings the answer 
“Come in.” The room is not more 
than twelve feet square, and is con­ 
sidered a large room for a tenement.
